ing himself by actual trial, whether rifty 
cents' worth of piaster to the acre would 
double the feed, is not true to himself. 
Wood-ashes at twenty-five cents a bushel, 
or anything less, are a good investment for 
most pa.-tures; and we doubt whether there 
are many pastures on which it would not 
be good policy to put 100 pounds of plaster 
annually, at ten dollars the ton, though 
we believe that in many regions, it can be 
had for less than half that price. 
The 


good effects do not always come out tl.e 
first year. Those who make the experi- 
ment, should continue it two or three years 
at least. We say to farmers, alter observ- 
ing the good effects of plaster on many 
farms for some twenty years, and alter 
hearing from not a few farmers that plaster 
does them no good, believe nooocly, take 
nobody's word, try for yourself, and see 
with your own eyes, whether or. not plaster 
will double your feed. The question is 
worth settling on your own authority.

sensation produced yesterday throughout 
the city, by the affidavits and other de- 
velopements in regard to the sham con- 
finement of Madam C., was intense and all 
pervading. The result must be, to destroy 
the last possible chance for the confirma- 
tion of the alleged m image, and of course 
to defeat the great end for which.it must now 
be tifficiently obvious,the horrid assassination 
in Bond-street, was deliberately plotted and 
executed. That end, it is hardly necessary 
to add, was the clutching of poor Burdell's 
handsome property, estimated at eighty to 
one hundred thousand dollars. The cha- 
racter of madam will now be badly fly- 
blown, but that will be a slender punish- 
ment indeed for her great wickedness.
